Although figures in great numbers never look 
interesting, they do tell stories. And David Cain, 
Sierra Madre financial officer, and City Adminis¬ 
trator Sean Joyce presented the budgets for the 
city, for the CRA and for the Financing Authority 
in the public hearing Tuesday evening, at the City 
Council meeting. 

Expenditures in the municipal operating bud¬ 
get for next year, ending June 30, 1995, equal 
$8,341,535. 

Joyce explained that an overview of the city’s 
General Fund shows that it begins with a deficit of 
$108,242. However, a turnaround is expected for 
a year from now so that the General Fund Reserve 
will equal $249,343. This will be possible through 
the City Council’s adopted "reserve and spending 
policy " which will achieve a General Fund reserve 
of an amount equal to 10 percent of the annual 
General Fund operating budget within five years. 

"We expect to be halfway to that goal just 
two years into the five-year plan. It is noted that 
the. reserve set aside is made possible almost 
entirely as a result of the revenue generated by the 
temporary 0,1.1, recovery fee assessed to refuse

Waste received that double payment from the city 
for a period of time before either the company or 
the city realized the mistake.

Team responds after 
fishermen flounder

Two fishermen found unexpected adventure 
after they became stranded between waterfalls in 
Eaton Canyon last Sunday afternoon. 

Sierra Madre Search and Rescue joined forces 
with Altadena Mountain Rescue and Los Angeles 
County Fire in fetching the fishermen after a page 
at 3 p.m. last Tuesday. 

Rescuers hiked Eaton Canyon, climbed Acro¬ 
phobia Ridge, then followed a scratch trail to the 
victims’ location above First Falls. The SMSR 
was instrumental in setting up the lines used to 
lower the men on relay and return them to the 
canyon floor. 

Team spokesman Dick Sale described Dan 
Diaz of Rosemead and Les Wood of Altadena as 
"good, enterprising woodsmen" who "realized 
their dilemma, stayed put waiting for rescue, and 
survived nicely on a diet of fresh native trout." 

In a post-rescue debriefing, the victims ex¬ 
pressed both dismay about and reluctant gratitude 
for the trash carelessly left by hikers in the local 
mountains. A small but significant part of this 
debris fueled the fire for the fishermen’s catch. 

Appreciative and apparently uninjured, Diaz 
and Wood were driven to their car by Altadena 
Operations Leader Norm Batterson. The sports¬ 
men’s regret at getting stranded was compounded 
only by the fact that, in the commotion of the 
rescue, they left behind a string of nice trout, 
cleaned, filleted and "ready to go." 

Even the happiest rescues present risk. This 
one was unusual in that it also provided partici¬ 
pants with a good fish tale.

Shrugged should¬ 
ers, hands outstretched. "We don’t know. The car 
just won’t start." 

The police came... mechanics were called. The 
BMW dealer in Monrovia offered several sugges¬ 
tions but nothing worked. Moreno read the manu¬ 
al. There was nothing in it to indicate the reason 
why the doors would not release their prisoners. 

Break a window, and that’s 
what Sierra Madre Police finally did, expelling the 
trio.

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Dreier calls f^r 
Congress to act on 


Hrenghting 

legislation 


Congressman David Dreier recently 
said that much of the damage caused by 
the blazing wildfires that have broken out 
across Southern California could have 
been avoided had Congress provided the 
U.S. Forest Service with better fire¬ 
fighting and prevention capabilities. "Our 
firefighters are doing a great job at trying 
to contain these wildfires, but the gov¬ 
ernment is not giving them the equipment 
they need to be fully effective." 

Dreier said the U.S. Forest Service is 
relying in part of six C-130 MAFF air 
tankers tO dump fire retardants and con¬ 
trol the outbreaks. These units are almost 
20 years old, rely on severely outdated 
technology, and have a release flow rate 
of less than !4 of comparable systems. 

"People’s homes and lives are at risk 
because the government has not invested 
in the short term resources needed for our 
firefighting systems," said Dreier, who 
has sponsored legislation to modernize 
and increase firefighting air support sys¬ 
tems and to reform fire prevention and 
deterrence laws. 

Dreier’s bill, the Arson Deterrence 
and Wildfire Containment Act, was intro¬ 
duced in the aftermath of last year’s wild¬ 
fire disasters. Dreier has been negotiating 
with the Forest Service on the details of 
the legislation, and has called for congres¬ 
sional hearings, which are planned for this 
summer. 

A summary of the Arson Deterrence 
and Wildfire Containment act, H.R. 3464, 
is as follows: 

• Modernize the modular airborne' 
firefighting systems by: 

1. Authorizing $15 million for modern¬ 
ization and additional purchases. 

2. Improving firefighting response 


times. 

3. Defense conversion. 

• Arson deterrence: 

1. Increasing criminal penalties for ar¬ 
sonists. 

2. Establishing penalties for negligently 
caused fires. 

• Fire containment and control: 

1. Reducing fire hazards. 

2. Improving roads and water supplies.

Doc Beecham says it’s the most acute of 
the senses, but most folks don’t appreciate it 
enough. He’s talking about "smell." 

You can photograph the Grand Canyon 
when you stand, awed by the magnificent 
grandeur, and the memory can be renewed each 
time you view the photos you took. 

You can capture sound through the magic 
of recording, and play that over and over. 

But how do you ct^ture a smell? Well, 
you can remember certain nostalgic things, like 
autumn bonfires, if your town hasn’t outlawed 
them. 

The smart folks tell us how important 
smell is to the animal world for bonding, mark¬ 
ing territories, etc. Two German scientists even 
proved that the male silkworm moth can per¬ 
ceive the pheromones of the female at a dis¬ 
tance of five plus miles. Don’t know if that’s 
the record. 

There are both good and bad smells, like 
everything else. But I want to note a few that 
were so wonderful they re-create the situation 
without the help of other senses. 

Like the unforgettable moments in the 
Zuni Indian village of New Mexico, at Shalako 
ceremony time, when all the outdoor rock and 
mud ovens seem active at the same time, baking 
bread. First the wood heats the oven, then fresh 


pine bows, dipped in water, clean all residue 
from the oven floor, then the baking begins. 
That odor of baking bread, preceded by the 
warm, fresh evergreen needles, is truly memor¬ 
able. 

On the other hand, Dalhart, Texas adver¬ 
tises itself as the "pheasant capitol." I see it 
differently. For I have driven on Highway 54, 
south of that fine city, on a foggy night, at the 
point where two huge feedlots stretch along the 
highway. These are big lots, where thousands 
of large beeves eat a joyous banquet of fatten¬ 
ing entrees, in turn enriching the atmosphere, 
which can almost be cut, or scooped, but not 
avoided. That’s unpleasant. -s 

There’s still a third olfactory type. We 
rode the old Denver Zephyr ffom Grand Juiu:- 
tion to Denver a few years ago, on a spring 
evening. I was permitted to stand between cars 
on the platform. This is beautiful country, but 
my memory is of breathing, not a good or bad 
smell, just cool freshness, a pure absence of 
smell. 

One could miss a lot in life if he ignored 
the leather smell of harvest fields, or freshly 
turned earth, or new mown hay. 

You undoubtedly have your own list, if 
you think about it. Do that! Enjoy your own 
album of smells... It may even help you enjoy 
tomorrow a little more.

The li¬ 
brarians at Alexandria wanted to ensure that 
their library would have not just every book 
that had been written, but every book that 
ever would be written.

STAINS SPOIL SUMMER WEAR 


About this season we seem to have a rash of certain 
stains that occur every year. We expect them and we know 
how to remove them from your clothes without damage to 
the fabrics or the dyes. From your best table linens, too. 

Mustard and ketchup are two of the familiar ones and 
because of the high degree of colors in them, they are 
difficult. But we can usually remove them.
